It is this conviction that

kind of money that was in uso when they 
were contracted, and not to be compelled to 
pay in tho use of a medium of much higher 
value, which really adds just so much to 
tueir indebtedness. 
The greenback theo- 


ii«, m wo cult them are heresies in Now 
England, but in tho west they havo the 
support of many of the best financiers and 
ablest statesmen. 
Tho question is an im- 


portant one that cannot bo laughed down 
nor ridiculed out of sight. 


Tho Boston Transcript, which for sonio 


lime past has boon bitterly opposed to 
President Grant, says Bluford Wilson's tes- 
timony beforo tho congressional investi- 
gating committee, respecting the whiskey 
prosecutions, lets more light into the presi- 
dent's opinions and course relating therelo 
than has come from any other source, it. 
appears that tho executive wrnto, of his 
own accord, tho indorsement, "Lot no 
guilty man escape, if it can bo avoided," on 
a letter charging his brother-in-law, Casey, 
with being concerned in the whiskey ring.

It was tin's element in his 
character that^lmsjnduced him to comprom- 
ise his administration in the public esti- 
mation by indorsing men whom tbo people 
despise and reject. Ho uphold Babcock

and 110 duty for him. 


M. V. is ono of tbo most courteous and 


obliging oflioials of the port of Calfiis ; but, 
like most Frenchmen, ho is very touchy ou
